ly-live years of age, has lived tiie life of a [latriarch, 
and illustrated the career of a hero. 
Had his il.iys 
upon eartli been tlien numbered and had he then sle[it 
with his fathers, illustrious as for centuries their names 
had fieen, his name, to the end of time, would have 
transcended them all. 
I’ortunate youth ! fortunate be­ 
yond even the measure of his companions in arms with 
whom he had achieved the glorious consummation of 
American Independence. 
His fame was all his o w n ; 
nut cheaply earned, not ignobly won. 
His fellow soldiers had been the chainpioa.s and de­ 
fenders oftheir country. 
They reaped for them.selves,

Lafayette had watched, and laboured, and fouglit, and 
bled, not for liimself, not for his family, not, in the first 
instance even for his couulry.

A Bourbon gtill reigns on the throne of Pranc«>, 
and it is not for us to scrutini so the title by wliicli lie

The principles of ele ;tive and lioredifary ¡low­ 
er, blended in reluctant union in bis person, li'.e, the red 
and white roses of Vo»k and Lancaster, may postpone 
to aftertimc tho last conflict lo whicli they musi uiti- 
rnately come. 
The life ot the patriarch was not long 
enough for the developement of his whole political sys­ 
tem. 
Its final accomplishment is in tho womb of 
time. 
T he anticipation of this event is tlu; more certain, 
from the consideration that all the ¡irinciples for whicli 
Lafayette contended were practical. 
He never indulg­ 
ed himself in wihl ami fanciful s¡»ecuhitions. 
The prin­ 
ciple of hereditary power was in his opinion llie bane of 
tdl republican liberty iu Fmrope. 
I'nable to extinguish 
b in the revolution of 1830, so far us concerned the 
chief magistracy of the nation, Lafavette had the satis­ 
faction of seeing it abolished with reference to the peer­ 
age. 
A hereditary crown, slript of the support which 
it may derive from a hereditary peerage, however com­ 
patible wilh .Asiatic despotism, is an anomaly in the 
iiistory of the Christian world, and in the theory of free 
government. 
'Pliere is no argument producible against 
the existence o f a hereditary peerage, hut applies with 
aggravated weight against the transmi.ssion from sire to 
son of a hereditary crown. 
'I'he ¡irejudices and pas­ 
sions of the people of France rejected the ¡irinciple of 
inherited power, in every station of jmblic trust, except­ 
ing the first and highest of them ail ; but there they 
clung to it, as did the IsraeliteM of old to the savory dei­ 
ties of Kgypt. 
This is not the lime or the [ilace for a disfjuisition 
upon the comparative merits, us a sy stem of go vern- 
mcuit, of a Republic, and a IMonurcliy surrounded by 
republican institutions. 
Upon this subject there is 
among us no diversity of opinion ; ami if it should 
take the people of France another half century of in­ 
ternal and|externul war, of dazzling and delusive glo­ 
ries ; ol unparalleled triumphs, humiliating reverses, 
and bitter disappointments, to settle it to iheir satisfac­ 
tion, the ultimate result can only bring them to the 
point where we have stood from the day of tlie Dec­ 
laration of Independence— to the point where Lafayette 
Avouhl have brought them, and to which he luooked us 
a consumrnatim devoutly lo be wished. 
Then, too, and then only, will he the time when the 
character of Lafayette will he :q»preciated at its true 
value throughout tlie civiliz«;d Avoild. 
W hen the prin­ 
ciple of hereditary dominion sliall be extinguished in 
all the institutions of France ; Axhen Government sliall 
no longer be considered as property, transmi.ssable from 
sire to son, hut as a trust cominitted for a limited time, 
and then to return to the peojile whence it came ; as a 
burdensome duly to be discharge«!, an«l not as a roAvard 
to he abused : 
when a claim, any claim, to polili«;al 
jkOAver by inheritance shall, in the estimation of the 
Avhole French people, be held as it now is by the whub; 
people of the North Aimuican Union—then will he the 
lime for conteuqilating llie character of Lafayetl«;, not 
merely in the events of his life, hut, in the full devel- 
opemeut of his intellectual canceptions, of his fervent 
aspiralioiKs, of tlie labors and ¡lerils and sacrifices of hi.s 
long and eventful career upon earth ; and thencefor­ 
ward, till the hour when tho trump of the .Archangel 
shall sound to announce that Time shall he no inor«;, 
the name of J.afayette shall stand eiir(»lled upon the an­ 
nals of our race, high on llie ii>t of the pure and dis­ 
interested benefuclors of inunl.iad.
